| LONDON BLAZE 


Hundreds Watch 
-° From Boats 


(Special Alr Mail Service) 
ee 7 -London, Sept. J0- 
While ‘tongues of flame were 

leaping from windows, and crash - 
ing roofs were sending up cascades 
of sparks, 400 firemen yesterday 
tought the most spectacular fire 
in London for many years. 

The fire broke out’ about 3,30 
pm, in an elght-storeyed ware- 
house at Colonial Wharf, High- 
stteet, Wapping. Despite the 
herot¢ efforts of the firemen, who 
potred water on the flames from 
river-floats, water towers, and 40 
engines, the outbreak. was still 
burning early this morning. . 

Just before midnight it seemed 
that ‘the efforts of the firemen 
would be rewarded. The fire wall 
had stood up to a tremendous 
blaze. But then !t apparently at- 
tained sucn a white heat that the 
cargo on the other side caught 
fire. 2 i 

£1,000,000" CARGO 

The blaze, which had lessened 
considerably, heightened, and fresh 
hoses were quickly brought into 
operation by the brigades, and the 
firemen ‘were increused in num- 
bers, It ‘seemed that the whole 
stock, which contuined cargo 
yalued at nearly, £1,000,000, might 
be burned before the conflagration 
ended. 

Flames shooting 100ft high aha 
leaping across the streets made an 
awe-inspiring sight. The thorough- 
fares were bathed ina red glow 
London Bridge, Tower Bridge ana 
both banks of the Thames were 
Hned many feet deep, with specta- 
tors. 4 Ibo 

Pleasure boats, with hundreds of 
passengers, anchored in, mid- 
stream. They were surrounded by 
rowing boats laden with sightseers, 
From the river the outbreak re- 
sembled ‘an enormous firework dis- 
play as the showers of sparks shot 
into the alr. © : .

The fire had burnt its way down- 
wards through seven floors and 
undermined the bottom of ‘the

most difficult piece of .engineer- 
ing work in this project is the 
breaking up of, a way through 
avout 10 kilometers of mcuntain-' 
ous land between Kunghsien and 
the Chi River. Survzy'ng corps | 
have been sent out*to make a de- 
tailed survey of ‘the. river . route 
and, if possible, diverting it from 
Kunghsien so as "to avoid" the 
mountains part there.’ 

The conducting of-the water of 
the Lo River Into the Pien River 
will ‘divert the former’s flow into 
the’ Yeltow River, and will suh- 
sequently reduce the seriousness 
of the flood: situation in the so- 
called “China’s Sorrow.” With the 
increase of the water volume in 
the Pilen River it will be possible 
to revive its irrigated area to 
about 50.000 mow. Granted that:
